P. Barry, formerly of New West- 
minster. The winter had been very severe 
and the wenther wan ■till cold. The INorth 
Fork cf the Quesnclle was frozen ami 
miners were unable to work. Last year 
mining commenced in the latter part of 
February. There will be employment for 
many men on tho Nor'li Fork as soon as the 
weather changes. ;

He bml established a dog- 
express to tho mines, and was busy in for- 
warding goods daily. Everybody had en- 
'inyed excellent health in Cariboo all winter. 
'Two cases of scurvy occured, and several 
slight coses of frost-bite. An old man known 
as"Dr R. Walker formerly a re.-ident oi San 
Francisco, Cal., was found dead in his cabin. 
Cause of death unknown. Ho leaves a large 
family in San Franri.-ca [His death has 
been before noticed in the Colonist ] 

In the way of gold eioUements, the writer 
nays there are more than euough. Every 
once in a while stories of new and rich dig- 
einirs arc told, and out cornea the snow-shoes 
nnd sledges, and away go the miners on 
what generally proves a wild goose chase. 
Tho last of these repiKts reached the Forks 
a day or two before the letter was written j 
nnd it was said that divings that prospected 
fifty dollars to the par, bnil been sliuck near 
William's Creek. Sevenil other creeks were

Education, No 2. 

BWITZEHLAND. 
Switzerland, a country containing a population 
oft\<o millions two honored thousand, is divided 
into twenty-two cantons; and the public education 
deserves our close investigation, Inasmuch an 
the cantons being independent, each canton man- 
ages its education after its uwn system, and as 
some cantons are Protestant, some Roman Catho- 
lic, and some partly ProteBtant and partly Roman 
Catholic, every system has necessarily to deal 
with the various difficulties which ariso from dif- 
ferences of religions belief. 

Since the year 1833 the Swiss have turned their 
attention very heartily towards public education, 
and now, so strongly do all classes feel its neces- 
sity, that, with the exception of Genera, Vallais 
and three small mountainous cuntons on the Lake 
of Lucern, where the population is scanty and 
scattered, education is compulsory ; that is, pa- 
rents are required by law to send their children to 
school from the age of six to fourteen, and in some 
cantons to sixteen. Tho Swiss government hold 
as a fundamental principle that this secular educa- 
tion is absolutely necessary to the progress of re- 
They put no impedimenta in 
i teaching, but de- 
mand that every scholar of a public school shall 
he instructed according to the faith of its parents. 
With respect to masters the object is tn provide 
br means of well-directed Normal Schools able, 
zealous nnd fitting men. While their intelligence 
is advanced and their religious and moral charac- 
ter elevated, every exertion is made not to raise 
their tastes and f elinR* so much above (he class 
with which Ihev have to associate as to render 
them disgusted Wph their humble companions and 
the toilsome dudes of their profession. Indeed 
we may say that (he generality of Swiss school- 
masters are trained from Iheir childhood to com- 
bine a high development of the intellect noil a 
great elevation of tho charactor'with the simplicity 
and hard labor of a peasant's occupation, 

[I thus appears thai in Switzerland, a thoroughly 
democratic country, the system of public educa- 
tion is as follows : Education l« provided nl the 
public expense, and is compulsory ; all creeds are 
treated alike, and a religious training of every 
scholar is demanded by tho State j and BTeat care 
is taken to provide a body of dulv qualified school- 
masters. Let us now see how (his Byatem is car- 
ried out : 

1 . A II education is provided nl Vie public e rpenti 
and in compulsory. Each canton in Switzerland 
is divided into a certain number of communes or i 
parishes, and each of these communes is required | 
ay law to furnish sufficient school room for the 
education of its children and to provide a certain j 
salary, the minimum of which is fixed by the can- 
tonal government, and a house for each master it j 
receives from th» Normal Scho ol of the cant. in. j 
These masters are furnished with lists of all the 
children in their districts, which are called over 
every morning on the assembling of school; the . 
absentees are noted, and also ihe reasons, if any. 
for Iheir absence. These lists arc regularly ex- i 
stained by authorized persons, who tine the pa- 
rents of the absentees for each day of absence 

All creeds are t rented alike anil a religious 
training of erery fholar is demanded hi/ the St ile. 
The communal schools of each canton are con- 
ducted by maslers chosen from the moll numerous 
relied mt sect in the commune, unless there ore 
sufficient numbers of the different religious bodies 
to require more than one sc hool, when one school 
is conducted by ■ m ister belonging to one sect nnd 
the other '>V a "master chosen Irion " I'lfe'rnr sect 
The children of those parent" who differ in religion 
from the uiasi-r of the school are permitted to ab- 
sent themselves from the doctrinal lessons, and 
are required to obtain instruction In 'he religions 
doctrines of their own creed from the minister*nf 
their own persuasion, and to bring his certificate 
that ihev are well acquainted with the truihs of
